d o r e has our endorsement, und it ex­ 
cites our sympathy to read the little 
wom an’s asservations that she is a 
loug-sutiering and much-abused wife. 
Judge N k il s o n ought to adm it her 
testimony. 
It cannot be worse or 
more unreliable than th a t of her hus­ 
band and other witnesses already on 
record. 
Enough lias now been given 
to Satisfy the world that nobody’s 
character will be seriously injured by 
this trial, and the universal verdict is 
that E l i z a b e t h is as good, if not bet­ 
ter, than the other ingredients of this 
pretty kettle of fish. 


Many Crops in One Year. 


On the subject of more than one crop 
in one year the Lompoc Record says: 
“ Mr. C o o k , of San Maria, states that 
three years ago be sowed a large tract 
of land in barley, and that he has cut 
two valuable crops, the second yield­ 
ing fifty-four bushels per acre, and 
that the crop is passable this season. 
It is no uncommon thing to see the 
volunteer crop of the second year 
twenty-five per cent better than the 
crop first taken from the land.” 
This 
is nothing remarkable in the valleys 
of Southern California, though it will 
seem so to people in the East. The 
volunteer crop in Los Angeles valley 
is often better than the first. 
Corn is 
frequently planted on the ground after 
the wheat or barley is harvested and 
good crops raised. 
We know of in­ 
stances where ten crops of alfalfa have 
been cut within a year with an aver­ 
age of oue and a half tons per acre at 
each cutting. 
One gentlem an in­ 
formed us that he cut over oue tun of 
alfalfa per acre from his field each 
month in the year. This can only be 
done on land which is kept well irri­ 
gated. 
The fact is, there is no limit to 
the productions of the soil In this val­ 
ley when water is abundant. 


What is Needed. 


It is the common remark, not only 
of the new-comer but of those to the 
manor born, th at all California needs 
to make her the garden spot of the 
-world is water. 
If this is true, and 
there is little reason for doubting it, it 
rests with ourselves to make our.State 
the most fertile and beautiful that the 
sun shines on. 
All the water we ueed 
is here; all that is needed is utiliza­ 
tion. There is enough and more than 
enough water pouring into the Sacra­ 
mento and San Joaquin valleys—the 
two great valleys of the State—to Irri­ 
gate every acre worth cultivating in 
those broad levels, and at some day 
not far in the future a grand State sys­ 
tem of irrigation will be inaugurated 
which will be carried forward until 
every drop of water necessary to make 
■those valleys teem with the products 
of the farmer will be utilized. The 
plan of creating irrigation districts 
commenced by the last Legislature is 
working well where actual operations 
have Deeu commenced and will lead to 
satisfactory results. The fruits of this 
work will, we have no doubt, prove so 
great that in timeone grand Stfttesys- 
tern of irrigation will be adopted. 
W hen we have turned the water from 
Its natural channels and spreaditover 
the valleys we shall have increased 
the value of our annual products hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars and fur­ 
nished homes and employment fur 
two or three millions of people. These 
are the opinions of men familiar with 
the State, its area of arable land and 
Its water supply. Thus it will be seen 
that it is not water California needs, 
but a utilizing of the w ater she has to 
make her the happy home of millions 
of people. 


Fruit Culture. 


The fruit culture in Southern Cali­ 
fornia is now and must always con­ 
tinue to be a souce of great profit to 
the people. 
The climate and the soil 
is all that could be desired to make it 
the very best business that the people 
can engage in. 
Notwithstanding we 
have large orchards and vlny arils,now, 
we feel confident that this business is 
only in its infancy compared to what 


it will be In a few years. 
But if we 
expect to reap all the advantages and 
profits we are entitled to, our Iruil 
raisers must respect the quality of 
fruit more than they have done. H ith ­ 
erto they llave had more regard to 
quantity than the quality. 
We are 
quite sure that we have not the best 
quality of any class of fruit. 
It is true 
we have been able to sell and us“ all 
that we have raised, but it is only be­ 
cause it has not came intocompetition 
with the best class of fruits. 
Our or­ 
chards are susceptable of great im ­ 
provement. 
Our peaches and apples 
are not half as good as they can be 
made. 
It 
is 
by 
grafting 
and 
budding 
that 
the 
improvement 
in 
fruit 
is 
obtained, and 
now 
while 
young 
orchards 
are 
being 
planted, is the time to look after that. 
Not one-half the time and labor is 
required to do it now that it will re­ 
quire when the trees are several years 
old. Our vineyardists have taken con­ 
siderable pains to improve the grape, 
and in a few years they will be amply 
rewarded for their trouble. 
A s all 
manner of fruit can be raised on a 
large scale here, we desire to see not 
only the largest hut the best fruit in 
the world.

others were old hopeless cases. The 
physician In charge is Dr. Brooke, his 
appointment to the hospital being 
of late. Patients place implicit con­ 
fidence in him as he has been success­ 
ful in bis operations and has fathomed 
unknown cases. The hospital is under 
the direction of the Sisters of Charity, 
who have many difficulties to contend 
with. 
They are patient and attentive 
and spend all their time in trying to 
give comfort to their much afflicted. 
The wards are kept neat anti eieaii— 
bedding 
being regularly changed, 
victuals properly cooked and butter 
and meat of a good quality. 
Patients 
in general are satisfied with theircon- 
dition, and the success of the Sisters 
compares favorably with other hos­ 
pitals founded on the same principle 
A m im ic. i of the patients ure In a con­ 
dition to patrol under the shining sun, 
but time passes by quite slowly and 
each day is to the afflicted as if it was 
composed of thirty-five hours. Patients 
require hooks and periodicals to read 
to pass away their time ami catt*e to 
forget t heir sufferings, past and pres­ 
ent, and to increase their future hopes.

Death of S. F. Butterworth. 


Samuel F. Butterworth, a promi­ 
nent citizen of this city, died yester­ 
day afternoon, after a long and pain­ 
ful illness. The deceased was born at 
Newburg, N. Y., in November, 1811, 
and therefore was over 63 years of age 
at the time of his death. 
He was ed­ 
ucated at Union College of the same 
S*ate, and after graduation in 1833, 
applied himself to the study of law 
with the late Edward Tompkins, in 
New York city. 
He shortly after de­ 
parted for Mississippi and engaged in 
the practice of his profession. 
Under 
Van Buren’s administration lie was 
appointed United Mates District A t­ 
torney for Mississippi. 
At the close 
of the term he was commis-ioned Jus­ 
tice of the Supreme Court ot Mississ­ 
ippi, an honor which lie declined. 
About this time lie took a very active 
part in politics, being a pronounced 
Democrat,. 
He was tlie organizer of 
the United States Assay Office in 
New York, and was its first Superin­ 
tendent. 
The office was created in 
1857. 
His arrival in tlxis State was in 
1864 in connection with the new Al­ 
madén Quicksilver mine suits, 
of 
which Company he was President. In 
1864 lie settled permanently here ami 
became the manager as well as Presi­ 
dent of the New Almadén Company. 
In 1870 he retired from the Presidency. 
Up to his death he occupied the posi­ 
tion of President of the North Bloom­ 
field Gravel Mining Company. W hen 
the University of California was estab­ 
lished by an act of the Legislature, 
Mr. Butterworth was appointed one 
of tlie Regents by Governor Haight, 
and he was chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Regents of the Uni­ 
versity during its infancy. 
He was 
an active and judicious friend of the 
University and many of its fine fea­ 
tures originated in his suggestions. 
He was the author of the resolution 
abolishing all fees and charges, and 
declaring the University absolutely 
free *to all properly qualified appli­ 
cants, as well of other States and 
countries as of California. 
Another 
resolution offered by Mr. Butterworth 
opened the doors of the institution to 
youngjwomen and admitted them on 
terms of equality, in every respect, 
with young men. 
Mr. Butterworth 
was also prominent as a Commis­ 
sioner of the Golden Gate Park, in 
which capacity his good taste was of 
great practical value. 
For more than a year Mr. Butter- 
worth suffered from chronic disease of 
the liver, and for a month proceeding 
his death he was confined to li is bed 
and suffered very much. 
The pain 
left him toward the end, and at 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon he passed 
quietly away. Mr. Butterworth leaves 
u wife and two daughters, Mrs. C. P. 
Pringle and Mrs. Louisa T. Haggin. 
The funeral will take place to-morrow, 
at 11 
A . 
M., from Trinity (P. E.j 
Church, corner of Post and Powell 
streets.—-.V. F. Itulleiin, dthinst.

THE ELEVENTH HOUR. 
UY MRS. M. P. VAN DYCK. 


About half past eleven last night a 
fire broke out in the barn on theprern- ! 
ises of Mrs. R. M. Williams, on San 
Pedro street, which was soon burned 
to the ground, burning a horse to 
death. The fire company soon reached 
the place, hut could do no service on 
account, of there being no water in the 
vicinity. It is evident that it wasthe 
work of an incendiary. 
Wonderful Vegetation from Monte Vista. 
Yesterday evening our office was in­ 
vaded by Judge Lindley of Monte 
Vista, who piled into the sanctum 
about a hundred weight of vegetation, 
in the shape of cornstalks, pumpkin 
vines, potatoes, tomatoes, etc. These 
productions were grown without any 
irrigation, and we consider these spe­ 
cimens as the highest recommenda­ 
tion Monte Vista could have. The 
articles themselves are on exhibition 
at the door of the H e r a l d office, and 
the following letter tells all about 
them: 
E ditor H e r a l d: Herewith I for­ 
ward you a package of several tilings 
numbered: 
No. 1 is a fig—a fair specimen of 
the ripe blue fig—the first at Monte 
Vista. 
No. 2 consists of potatoes, which 
have had a hard time—planted very 
deep wtien rain was not expected, 
four days before the twelve-inch rain 
in January—long time coming—were 
sickly—took new root late near the 
surface—you can test the quality— 
quantity not large. All doubts are re­ 
moved as to the production of Irish 
potatoes on this slope; try the little 
lot T send you. 
No. 3 is a sample of sweet corn that 
was planted at the same time and 
depth as the potatoes; most of the 
lot rotted; some came sickly, but like 
the potatoes, took new roots at the 
surface and you see the result. 
The ¡Southern slope of the (Jahuenga 
range is a great growing region being 
absolutely frostless in the hardest 
Winter, and is capable of bringing 
string beans and rousting ears to ma­ 
turity in the early part of April. 
Beans and corn by the valley stan­ 
dard, would be “ well advanced” if 
out of the ground four to twelve in­ 
ches high at that date. You will 
excuse this 
connection or ad­ 
dition, as it is not for Monte Vista 
alone, but for a beautiful section of the 
country which lias been neglected, or 
rather not understood and appreci­ 
ated. 
No. 4 is a hill of corn planted on 
driest land about the 7th of March, 
when the ground appeared so dry that 
I had but little hopes of its sprouting. 
It has not had a drop of rain on it 
since, except a light shower last night 
—you will see It is 5£ feet from the 
root to the end of the leaf. It waters 
itself copiously every night from the 
dew or log. 
No. 5 is a stalk of corn 6J feet from 
root to end of leaf, planted fourteenth 
of March. 
No. 6 is a squash vine six feet long, 
planted the 14tb of March. 
No. 7 is Dent corn planted same with 
No. 3, and 4 feet high. 
No. 8 is a musk melon vine in blos­ 
som. Four water melons also. 
No. 9 is a cucumber vine in blos­ 
som.No, 10 Is a beet, sown broadcast with 
the barley in November, as was the 
corn taken to you by Mr. Potts. By 
tike way, that corn grew without culti­ 
vation, and although imperfect in the 
ear undof a small kind,it demonstrated 
abseuce|of frost (which it was intended 
forj aud also what can be done by good 
cultivation. 
All of this is on an apparently dry 
mountainside. How do these samples 
of corn compare with Mr.Longstreet’s? 
He caused me to send these samples, 
as the Rural Erese says that he has the 
best corn iu the county, so J thought 
to send yon the second best. 
No. 11 is a tomato vine in blossom, 
plunted in January. 
These things 
may be of some public service in di­ 
recting attention to this Southern 
slope of the Cahuenga range.
